At mKlnight four boys, the first of 


the Injured, arrived at the hospitals.

It will be difficult to ascertain the

"The growth of the school," stltf 


'Miss French In referring to her work 
in Decatur. "has been very great nine* ' 
I came to the city. 
We tried wer» 


hard during my first year to keep th» 
attendance up to the 100 mark, but 
at the end of the year there were only 


pupils in the school. 
Now thrfere 


are somewhere between 
EDO and '600. 


That first year there were only four 
In the graduating dais and for a year 
or two afterward no on* at all gradu- 
ated. 


'We only had four teachers in the 


school at that time. 
They were TQr. 


ttastman, who was the principal, Ml** 
Mary E. Baker, Mi** Miranda Sargeant 
and myself. 
Both of the two ladfe* 


are now dead, Mr. Gastmnn is sirpertn- 
ten dent and I ani still teaching.

used the old assembly room on the top

DEAN OF THE FACULTY. 


Miss Mary L. French Has Taught for 


34 Years. 


Thirty-four years as teacher in the 


same school in Decatur is the record 
held by Miss Mary L. French, th* senior 
member of the faculty of the Decatur 
-.igh school. 


Few teachers in any part of 
the 


country have been in service In one 


ducational institution that long and 
there is but one other person who 
has been teaching in this city longer 
ban Miss French. 
When the latter 


came to this city Miss Jennie Durfee 
was teaching school and she Is now en- 
gaged In the same profession, but there 
were several years when she did not 
each. 
B. A. Gaetman has been con- 


nected with the Decatur schools longer 
:han Miss French and was at on* time 
a teacher, but in later year* he has held 
he position of superintendent, so Miss 
French is really the dean of the high 
school faculty. 


The term of service of Miss French 


las been almost continuous. 
Ir^ the 


year of 1894-95 Miss French did not 
teach and enjoyed a much 
needed 


rest, but- the next year she continued 
the work. 


Miss French was born In Grlggsvllle. 


III., and attended the 
state 
normal 


school and taught In the schools of 
Cairo for two years. 
When the prin- 


cipal of the high school there left 
Miss French accepted a position In 
Decatur high school. 
This was In the; 


fall of 1869, and with all the changer! 
that have taken place In the person- 
nel of the faculty, the additions to th» 
buildings and the changes In the work, 
she Is still here and is recognized an 
one of tne most able teachers in tho 
city.

fill the office of pope.

osity to know how the thing is done 
Our reudeis may be interested in the 
following description of the proceed- 
ings as given in the Church Progress 
a Roman Catholic paper. 
As soon ai 


a pope dies the cardinals are sum- 
moned from all parts of the world. It 
is to be remembered, however, that the 
Catholic church is the church of Rome 
and that a majority of the cardinals 
are Italians. 
This insures its Romish 


character. 
Voting for a 
sucuessoi 


must begin on the tenth day after the 
pope's death. 
During this 
Interval 


the conclave of cardinals organizes, 
generally in We papal palace. 
A num- 


ber of rooms are constructed 
with 


vooden partitions, furnishing 
apart- 


ments for the cardinals during the time 
they are electing a pope. 
At the time 


the voting begins, everybody is turned 
out of the palace except the cardinals 
and their necessary attendants. 
In 


order to give laymen a chance for rep- 
resentation one of the two guards of 
the place is selected from outside the. 
clerical ranks. 
All food .carried in to 


the cardinals is carefully examined lest 
somebody on the outside should write 
them a note. 
If they have not reached 


an agreement at the end of mree days 
the bill of fare Is cut down. 
After 


five days more they are reduced to 
bread, wine and water. 
If any cardin- 


al votes for himself he becomes in- 
eligible for the office. 
When a choice 


has been made the successful candi- 
date with his new name is announced 
from a balcony and he 
Immediately 


appears clad in white silk, which is a 
dress peculiar to his 
new 
office. 


Presumably no one will be elected 
pope except a cardinal, and presumably 
every one who has a suspicion that he 
nay be elected-brings with him a new 
name and a new silk suit In order to 
be equal to the occasion. 
He Is very 


much of the same mind as was Je- 
mimah^ •« ho was making her wedding 
clothes; she was not 
engaged 
but 


thought it well to have things in good 
shape. 
Every day at a certain hour 


all the people in the street watch a par- 
ticular chimney in the palace and if 
smoke issues It is known that the car- 
dinals are burning the ballots 
they 


have just cast and that no election 
has been reached. 
The amount of 


smoke carries the news. 


The franchise quwrtlon has been a 


rather trying one but it appears to be 
over for the present at least. 


Aside from electing a good senator 


the record of the legislature for the 
first two months stands at zero. 


The canal treaty U safe. President

promptly.

"The rigid inspection of grain is one 


thins that compels the buyer to be 
cautious. 
The buyer Is at the mercy 


of the inspector, but on the other hand 
he Is told that he should know enough 
about his business to; understand that 
certain requirements are necessary be- 
fore corn will grade No. 2. Last sum- 
mer when corn was at the top I bought 
what appeared to me to be corn likely 
to grade. 
I gave 60'cents per bushel 


for it. 
Before I shipped It-1 put it 


through the blower and- took at least 
two cents in weight out of every bush- 
el. I was quite confident there was no 
question but that corn would grade 
No. 2. At Chicago it graded No. 3 and 
I got 60 cents for it on the track there. 
With all my expenses at the elevator 
the cost of shipping, and the 
lost 


weight In blowing out the grain,

made a nice 
profit on that grain, 


didn't I? 


A farmer said to me the other day, 


We never before had any difficulty In 
alslng corn that would grade No. 2, 
vhat's the matter now?' 


That's what I can not answer.

Here aro a number of ways in which 


dried fruit may be prepared: 


Dried Apple Sponge. 


Take two cupfula of strained, stewec 


apples and sweeten with half a cup of 
powdered sugar, add the Juice of i 
tart orange and the whites of four 
eggs beaten to a stiff froth, mixing th 
latter In carefully. Heap up, in a glass 
dish,and serve very cold. 


Dried Appje Dumplings. 


Steam one quart of dried apples un- 


til very tender, but do not stir them 
or break their shape. 
Then drain and 


spread the pieces over a square of rich 
biscuit crust, rolled out half an inch 
thick. 
Bring the- four corners of the 


dough . together and then pinch 
the 


edges' lightly 'together. If you prefer 
steam dumplings tie this in a floured 
cloth and steam; or they may be bak- 
en. In lattet case spread the 
top 


of each dumpling with butter 
and 


dredge with sugar and little nutmeg 
or cinnamon and bake In the oven un- 
til a nice brown from twenty-five min- 
utes to half an hour.

Sweet Apple Pone. 


Steam a quart of dried apples unti 


tender, then chop coarsely. Scald i 
quart' of white corn irneal with a pint 
of boiling water and let it stand unti 
cold; "then add a pint of sweet 
milk 


and the chopped a.pples; half a cup of 
sugar and two ounces of butter, melt 
ed. Turn into a greased pan, cover and 
bake two hours. This may be aervec 
as -a dessert with liquid sauce, or for a 
hot bread, 


Molded Prunes. 


Wash one pound of .prunes, place in 


a saucepan with three tablespoonfuls 
of granulated sugar and boil until very 
soft. 
.Then remove the stones, crack 


the kernels and with one ounce of gel- 
atine dissolved in a little cold water 
the juice and rind of one lemon, adc 
to- the prunes, mixing all thoroughly 
Pour into a mold, set away in a coo 
place and when cold and set turn out 
Into a pretty dish with whipped cream 
heaped around it. 


Fig Puddings, 


Boil one-half pound of figs, one- 


half cup of sugar and one-quarter of a 
cup of water together, until reduced 
to a paste. Beat up two eggs, add to 
them one cup of milk, enough flour to 
make a stiff barter and one heaping 
teaspoonful of baking powder. Mix all 
thoroughly together, then add the figs, 
place in a covered mold and steam for 
two hours. 


Graham Fruit Pudding. 


Beat up two eggs,, add one cupful of 


sour cream or milk in which one tea- 
spoonful of soda has been dissolved; 
to this add one-half cupful of mo- 
asses, three tablespoonfuls of melted 
butter, one cupful of bread crumbs, 
two cupfuls of Graham flour and last 
of all stir in one cupful of stoned rais- 
ins. 
Place in

Apricot Sauce. 


Wash one pound of apricots and 


soak in cold water over Slight'-'-'"fa the 
morning simmer gently in the same 
water in which they were soaked, un- 
til tender and swee'ten to taste. 


Apricot Whip. 


Take two cupfuls of steamed apri-- 


cots and add to it the,juice and rind 
of one tart orange, end one-half cup 
of sugar. Beat the whites of four eggs 
.to a stiff froth and stir carefully Into 
thf apricots. Serve in a glass dish with 
whipped cream. 


Apricot Fritters. 


Stew apricots very carefully, keep-, 


ing tfceir "shape a» well a£ powlble?" 


Place in a wire sieve, and drain-almost 
free from juice. 
: Beat up 'one. egg, 


add one-half cup of milk, one'table- 
spoonful of melted butter, enough flour 
to make a thin batter, anJ then add 
one level teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der. Have a panful fit. smoking hot fat, 
dip one-half of.en.apricot at a time in 
the batter, place in, the hot fat and fry 
until a light, brown..Dust with pow- 
dered sugar or'.serve 
with lemon 


sauce. 


Dried Pears. 


Wash carefully one pound of dried 


pears, place In a saucepan, cover with 
cold water and stand over night. In 
the morning cook- in- the- same water 
in which they were bolledi When soft 
remove to a dish, ad(J to the remaining 
juice one cup of sugar and on* lemon 
cut Into dice, boll to a syrup, pour over 
the pears nnd allow to cool thorough- 
ly before serving. 


Dried Cherry Pudding. 


Wash and pick ovei\ carefully one 


pound of dried cherries. Soak In cold 
.water for an hour, then simmer gently, 
adding sugar, to .taste.. 
Beat up three 


eggs, add one-half cup of milk, two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, three table- 
spoonfuls melted butter and enough 
flour to make a stiff batter, stirring in 
one te-aspwonful pf baking powder. Stir 
In carefully one 
cup of the stewed 


cherries which have been drained from 
the Juice,- pla'ce in a. buttered, covered 
mold and steam for. t,w.o .hours. Serve 
with a sauce made from one cup of 
the cherry juice, one-half cup 
of 


sugar, and the juice of one-half- a 
lenion. 


Fig Barley Pudding. 


Take two cups of well-steamed bar- 


ley. Add to this while hot two table- 
spoorifuls of butter;, half a cup 
of 


sugar; one , pound of finely chopped 
California figs three well-beaten eggs, 
and one and one-half cups of milk. 
Mix all well together and turn Into 
a well-buttered pudding diuh. Set the 
dish over another containing hot wa- 
ter and bake In a slow o«en until 
the pudidng Is quite thick; stir fre- 
quently at first to keep the figs from 
settling to the bottom! Bat with ot 
without sauce.
